J. H. Piatt, fleldv agent for the Cali- 
f brain Vegetable Union, 
which 
com­ 
pany is one of the selling agents for 
the San Gabriel Valley Potato Growers' 
Association, said this week that 39 cars 
oJ potatoes have left the Southern Pa­ 
cific station at Puente, and that the 
season'8 
shipments 
would 
probably 
amount to aboilfc 70 cars 
from 
this 
point. 


Ten cars haye been shipped from tho 
Bassett station, he" says, with Ave or 
six cars to go. The Puente potatoes 
are about a week later in digging than 
the crop around Irwindale. and Bald­ 
win Park. Ed Deihl, who is the agent 
working in the Irwindale district, has 
shipped out just about 
/ 100 cars, and 
is ^losing up the shipments this week. 
The heaviest week for Puente will bo 
the coming one. Nearly all the ranch­ 
ers are preparing to clean up the crop 
in the next ten days. 


Piatt says that the Puente crop is 
running about soventy-flvo sacks to the 
acre, and the present price is seventy- 
five cents the hundred weight. This is 
a low price, and is being received all 
over the state: All vegetables have sold 
for a low price this year, he says; 


" A few years ago' we sold tho Pu­ 
ente summer crop of potatoes for $2.50 
and $2.75 per lnvndred weight," said 
Mr. Piatt yesterday. 
" T h i s was tho 
year when the eastern potato crop was 
almost a total failure, which allowed us 
to ship to far eastern points. 
There 
was a big profit in spuds thnt^yoar, but 
the price has never approached thoso 
prices since, and I doubt if they over 
will again." 


The potatoes are being loaded 270 
sacks to the car, and are, bejrng Bent to 


toefr are now cut-of the market.

til the lighting power of the city hud 
been turned off. 


It is thought that tho fire was caused 
by spontaneous combustion in the alfal­ 
fa, as tho hay had been brought in from 
the field but a few days before.

who first discovered it say that the 
flimes first showed in the inside of the 
buildi'ng.

Family crypts, contained in a splen- 
tlid mausoleum of marble and concrete, 
t o occupy a central location in Oak dale 
cemetery, is the plan of the local ceme­ 
tery association, which is working in 
conjunction 
with a firm that 
erects 
these buildings. Joseph Henry Thayer, 
representing this mausoleum company, 
together with others, have been mak­ 
ing a canvass through the San Gabriel 
valley, and made the announcement 
yesterday that they feel sure of selling 
sixty per cent of the crypts before the 
"building is begun in construction. 


The cemetery is one that serves the 
communities of Covina, Assusa, Glen-

Charter Oak, and the territory gencr 
ally in the east end of the San Gabriel 
valley. 


In the center of the building will be 
a 
large 
chapel, under a dome 
roof. 
Around the walln of this chapel are 
built private niches, to be used as re­ 
positories for ashes after 
cremation. 
There are several private family chap­ 
els in the building, containing five or 
more 
crypts for the entombment of 
bodies. There is provision made in the 
•building for several hundred crypts.

THE BATTLE 
THE TIRES 


[Agricultural and Commercial Press Service] 


It is interesting to watch the forces 
of civilization battling for supremacy. 
The struggle now going on between the 
rubber and the iron tire promises to 
be the liveliest contest of the Twen­ 
tieth Century. 


The struggle Is a silent one and 
there are no war correspondents to 
write vivid descriptions of the con­ 
flict 
but the results are more far- 
reaching to present and future gen­ 
erations than the war of Europe. 


The rubber tire has been maneuver­ 
ing for point of attack for several 
years and has captured a few unim­ 
portant positions in traffic, but it has 
now pitched a decisive battle 
with

to ocean. 
Upon the result of the 
struggle depends the future of the 
rubber tire.

years to creep from ocean to ocean, 
but the rubber tire while warm from 
the creative mind of the inventive 
genius sped across the continent like 
an arrow shot from the bow of Ulys­ 
ses. 
The roadbed was already pre­ 
pared and therein lies the power of 
the rubber tire over that of iron, for 
government builds and maintains the 
public highway. 


But iron is a stubborn metal and 
it has mastered 
every 
wheel 
that 
turns; has fought battles with every 
element above and beneath the earth 
and has never tasted the wormwood

too much inclined to revel in luxury

But to those who care to waft into 
dreamland, it is enchanting to note 
that there will be a marvelous differ­ 
ence between a rubber and an iron 
age. 
The rubber tire will scatter the 
cities throughout the valleys for with 
transportation at every man's door, 
why a city? 
It will traverse the con 
tinent with a net work of Macadam 
highways as beautiful as the boule­ 
vard built by Napoleon. 
It will par­ 
alyze the law making bodies of this 
nation for how could the legislatures 
run without, the railroads to operate 
on?

It is perhaps too presumptions for a little weekly newspaper to 
discuss the merits and demerits of presidential note-making, 
but 
ideas will occur to the humblest of persons, and we believe that it is 
about time that ^he exchange of notes between United States and 
Germany is brought to a close, inasmuch as the situation is apparent 
to any grammar school boy. 
Germany is fencing skillfully for time, 
and President Wilson is carefully balancing the sentiment of the 
American people against the undesirability of war. 
Wilson's idea 
from the first was to keep up the correspondence until the news of 
it should, get off the front pages'of the newspapers of this country, 
at which time the matter could be quietly laid in cold storage. 


Grave as was the affront to United States when the Lusitania was 
blown up, it did not, under the attendant circumstances, warrant a 
declaration of war, or even too stern demands. 
Wilson handled the 
situation very adroitly. 


But, if this matter is to 
settled at all, it should be settled by 
envoys sent to Germany from the United States, instead of through 
long pages of verbiage. 
The Germans and the English are past- 
masters in the art of saying nothing in thousands of words of diplo­ 
matic correspondence. 
Our past history shows that we have been 
licked every time we resorted to diplomacy. 
Either we should forget 
the incidents which caused the first note to be sent, or we should be 
represented vis-a-vis in Berlin. 
The Germans do not understand us. 
.Those portions of the German notes which are understandable only 
dhow that she is very cloudy as to American sentiment. 
Germany is 
evidently anxious to keep the peace with the United States, but every 
utterance f 
r o r n Berlin only beclouds the issue more, and adds to the 
irritation. 


If this country, England, and Germany could be represented in a 
special tribunal for the purpose of threshing out the question of de­ 
portment of nations on the high seas during, war, it would serve un­ 
doubtedly to take the matter out of the minds of the public at a most 
critical time, and would result in more intelligent effort than through 
verbose and tangled messages back and forth across the ocean. 


Starve the Ply—Don't Swat Him. 


1 
This paper believes that the greatest menace to health in the San 
Gabriel valley is the fly, the fly in limitless plural. 


Flies arc a horrible nuisance in Southern California. 
They have 
come to be such a nuisance because the people have not yet awakened 
to the danger. 
The deadly, nasty fly robs us of much of our comfort 
in the beautiful summer climate of this valley, besides endangering 
everyone's health. 
But, instead of swatting the fly, as has been the 
slogan of late years, let's starve the fly. Starve him; instead of allow­ 
ing him to grow to the swatting stage, says Dr. John B. Huber, an 
eastern physician and writer. 
Listen to this: 


A photograph shown in health department exhibits has been 
taken for representations both of the crusts on the moon's sur­ 
face and of the Martian canals. 
What it really depicts is a cir­ 
cular plate containing a gelatin culture medium, nutrient for 
germs. 
This plate before the experiment a tabula rasa, an 
i 
absolute blank; and so, to the unaided eyesight, it remained for 
the first twenty-four hours. 
After which there developed on 


; 
it writing as ominous as has ever appeared to human vision. 
The biologist had put on that clean surface a fly that had got 
its feet entangled in a consumptive's sputum; and the experi­ 
menter had then covered the whole with a bell jar, so that the 


1 
fly could not get away. 
The insect thus confined promenaded 
. ' on the plate; whereupon colonies of tubercle bacilli, nurtured 
and propogated on that congenial soil—colonics now made up 
of countless millions of those emissaries of the Captain of the 
Men of Death—developed in those fly tracks. 


Such is the process by which flies disseminate the germs of 
' 
tuberculosis. 
In HUCII manner do they swell the infant death 
rate, by contaminating milk with those* germs. 
Thus is the 
typhoid fly transferring the germs of that infection to food 
and drink. 
And the fly is proved to have transmitted also the 
germs of cholera, tetanus, eye contagions, anthrax, glanders, 
infantile paralysis (by the biting stable fly), scarlet fever, dip- , 
theria, meningitis, leprosy, bubonic plague, carbuncle, infec­ 
tious wounds, erysipelas, and other diseases; also eggs of 
parasitic worms. - 


For several years past there* have been swat-the-Hay cam­ 
paigns—a billion or so the season destroyed by swatting, the 
trap, drowning, sulphur fumes, electrocution even. 
All this 
seems impressive enough until one considers the number of 
Hies that have escaped the slaughter—until one reflects that 
i 
one overwintering mother fly might—mathetically 
speaking— 
have, come the end of fly time, a progeny numbering into the 
octillions. 


Obviously then, for "swat-the-fly" the slogan "starve the 
fly" should be substituted. 


The way to destroy this insect is to remove its pabulum. 
Where there is no filth there will be no flies. 
And far better 
than swatting flies were it to clean up the places where they 
would breed; especially manure heaps, out of which 93 per 
cent of flies first see the light. 
All the details of fly prevention 


! 
are set forth in pamphlets provided without price by the health • 
department of one's state or municipality, or by civic leagues 
and like organizations. 
The Bureau of Entomology of the De­ 
partment of Agriculture at Washington and the Fly Figl\ting 
Committee of the American Civic Association (lob* Fifth Ave­ 
nue, New York) are ready to supply such important 
infor­ 
mation. 


insurance companies, or from any one individual or group of individ­ 
uals.

STOP PETTING CRIMINALS— 


DON'T SEND THEM FLOWERS. 


As the boiling becomes violent, water 
should be added to retard it. When all 
the sulphur 1ms been taken into sola- 
tiu'o, the remainder of the water is 
added. The final product should be a 
clear, amber-colored liquid, every 2 gal­ 
lons of which should be diluted with 25 
gallons of water for spraying. 


Very good results are also obtained 
with plain tobacco extracts of sufficient 
strength. The extract should be 40 per 
cent 
nicotine and used preferably at 
the rate of one part to 800 parts of 
wtitei-r The commercial tobacco extract 
is convenient to handle and, nt tho rate 
of 1 to K00, costs approximately a cent 
and a half for each gallon of the dilut­ 
ed spray. 


Three sprayings arc regarded us nec­ 
essary during the period between the 
falling of the petals and tho time when 
the fruit is half grown. The first ap­ 
plication should be given when 
four- 
fifths or more of the petals have fallen, 
the second from 10 to 11 days Inter, 
and the third application from two to 
four weeks afterwards. A fourth spray­ 
ing is desirable in late August or Sep­ 
tember when the thrips are likely to 
congregate upon new shoots.

CONGRESS SHOULD GIVE THEM 
PREFERENCE IN APPRO­ 
PRIATIONS.

This nation ia now entering upon 
an 
era of marine development. The 
wreckage of European commerce has 
drifted to our shores and the world 
war 
is making unprecedented de­ 
mands for the products of farm and 
factory. 
In transportation facilities 
on land we lead the world but our port 
facilities are inadequate, and our flag 
is 
seldom seen in foreign ports. If 
our 
government would only divert the 
energy we have displayed in conquer­ 
ing 
the railroads to mastering the 
commerce of the sea, a foreign hot- 
torn would be unknown on the ocean's 
highways. 


" 
This article will be confined to a 
discussion of our ports for the pro­ 
ducts of the farm must pass over our 
wharfs before reaching the water. We 
have in this nation 61 ports, of which 
41 are on the "Atlantio and 10 are on 
the 
Pacific Coast. 
The Sixty-second 
Congress appropriated over $61,000,- 
000 
for improving our Rivers and 
Harbors and private enterprise levies 
a toll of approximately $50,000,000 
annually in wharfage and charges for 
which no tangible service is rendered. 
The 
latter item should be lifted off 
the 
backs of the farmer of this na­ 
tion and this can be done by Congress 
directing its appropriations to ports 
that are free where vessels can tie up 
to a wharf and discharge her cargo 
free of any fee or charge. 


A free port is progress. It takes 
out 
the unnecessary link in the chain 
of 
transactions in commerce which 
has 
for* centuries laid a heavy hand 
upon commerce. No movement is so 
heavily laden with results or will 
more widely and equally distribute 
its 
benefits as that of a free por 
and 
none can be more easily and ef­ 
fectively secured.
